Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 20.—Ja­ 
cob Billikopf, welfare and sociolog­ 
ical worker of this city, left today 
for New York to serve as the cam­ 
paign executive of the American 
Jewish Relief Committee in its of 
fort to raise a ten million dollar 
relief fund for Jewish war suffer 
ors. 
The assembling of the fund 
will be under the direct guidance 
of Mr. Billikopf, who has been as­ 
sured the best aid of the country in 
tho work. 
Mr. Billikopf is a native of Rus­ 
sia and is acutely aware of condi­ 
tions among his people in war-torn 
Roland and Galicia. 
He was ap­ 
pointed last summer on the com­ 
mittee to distribute aid among the 
destitute in Poland, but the mem­ 
bers of the committee were unable 
to leave this country through in­ 
ability to get their passports vised. 
The campaign for 
raising 
the 
fund will be nation wide. Branches 
of 
the 
American 
Jewish Relief 
committee now are in active oper­ 
ation in every large American city 
and already between six aud seven 
million dollars has been raised and 
distributed under the committee’s 
supervision. 
This amount is inde­ 
pendent of the ten million dollars 
Mr. Billikopf will assist in raising. 
In discussing his work, Mr. Billi- 
kopf said: 
“The 
object 
of our efforts, at 
first glance, seems 
indeed 
huge, 
hut 
it 
fades 
into 
insignificance 
when one considers that five mil­ 
lion persons of Jewish blood alone 
are suffering in Poland and Galicia, 
while smaller groups in as destitute 
condition dot the continent of Eu 
rope. 
“The bulk of our aid naturally 
will be expended in the two above 
named countries. 
There 
our op­ 
pressed race had been on the battle 
fronts between the 
German 
and 
Russian fire. What little they once 
had now is smoking ruin. 
Starva­ 
tion and death have come and con­ 
tinue to face them with increasing 
grimness 
Just at the present time 
their suffering is rendered more 
acute by the rigorous weather. 
“It is this condition we have to 
face. What we give w ill not secure 
these sufferers the 
comforts 
ot 
life, only the bare necessities—a 
little food and a trifle of clothing 
to protect them from literal naked­ 
ness. 
“While we are viewing with some 
misgiving the strained tension of 
the diplomatic situation, we do not 
believe this will hamper the dis­ 
tribution of our gifts, for there is 
an organization 
on

ground 
which we are sure will be allowed 
to co-operate with us under almost 
any circumstances.”
